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“The World Hates a Crabber” 
Admirers of County Clerk Harry 
L. Ailison are legion throughout 


this county, for he has become 
famous as the man with a smile. 
It’s difficult for a lot of men to 
smile who have always enjoyed 
perfect health, but fate hasn’t 
dealt altogether kindly with Harry 
Allison and he smiles and carries 
on in spite of the fact that illness 
resulted in the loss of one leg. 
when he was twenty and later an 
infection made it necessary for 
the amputation of his right arm. 


In the current issue of The 
American magazine Charles W. 
Horn of Redlands gives the history 
of Allison and tells of his trap 
shooting, a large part of which 
has been done right here at the 
Lone Hill Gun Ciub. The article 
fgllows: 

You can’t win either at work 
or at play if you “crab.” The 
world hates a “crabber.” 

This is part of the philosophy 
that has made Harry L. Allison 
‘of San Bernardino a unique figure 
in the -world of sportsmen, eS- 
pecially in the field of trap-shoot- 
ing. Allison stands on one leg 
and shoots a regulation shotgun 
with one arm and hand—and he 
asks for no handicaps. He is, 
perhaps, the only man in the 
world who, with such great phys- 
jeal odds against him, shoots up 
into the “big time’’ Last year, 
he shot an average of 95% clay 
pirds, registered and unregister- 
ed, Indeed, his fame as a trap- 
shooter is rapidly becoming na- 
tional. j 

It was in his twentieth year 
that Allison suffered from an in- 
fection which caused him to lose 
his left leg. As he had always 
been keen about hunting, fishing 
and other outdoor sports, the loss 
of a limb -was, if possible, more 
inconvenient to him than it would 
have been to a man of more 
sedentary occupations. But in 
spite of his handicap. Harry Alli- 
son trained himself to resume 
his participation in sports. 

“jt wasn’t so hard,” he told 
me. “I had both arms then. It 
was just a matter of learning to 
shoot while standing on one 
leg.”

Misnomers it would seem are as common as 
misfits in the business world, but it is seldom 
that the misnomers are realized because no 
one has time enough to really appreciate their 
effect upon the life of any city or community. 
For years the citizens of all the sixth class 
cities in California have gone peacefully along 
ealling the chairman of the board of trustees 
“the mayor,’’ and often times the trustees 
have been referred to as councilman, whereas 
there are no such titles in a city of the sixth 
class. 

Many people have realized that the title of 
‘‘mayor’’ and ‘‘councilmen’’ are permissible 
only in the larger cities, but they have grown 
into rather ordinary usage in the smaller cit- 
jes as a courtesy to those who hold office and 
serve their home cities. Just recently Assem- 
blyman Archie Brock of Redlands who has 
spent twenty years as a member of the board 
of trustees of Redlands stated that if he is 
re-elected to the office of assemblyman -he 
will introduce a bill in the state legislature to 
change the names of title in sixth class cities 
to correspond with the duties performed. 
Assemblyman Brock points out the fact that 
every trustee in a city of the sixth class is 
performing ‘the same duties as the councilman 
of the larger metropolis, and every chairman 
of a board of trustees is passing through the 
same struggles as the mayors of the larger 
cities, therefore their titles should be identical. 
There are more sixth class cities in this 
state than any other. class and in practically 
all of them their executives are called by their 
honorary titles rather than by their official 
names. It is Assemblyman Brock’s desire that 
the honorary name become official and that all 
governing boards in cities of any class be 
known as Councils and that the chairman of 
those board be called ‘‘Mayor.”’ 

Experience has taught the local assembly- 
man the psychology of proper appreciation 
and in speaking of the much-needed ehange 
he said, ‘‘I am working right now on a bill 
#—%o correct these insults to officials of all sixth- 
class cities in California.’’ 

The fact that a city is small and is labor- 
ing under smaller problems than its larger 
sister city is no indication at all that those 
at the helm of ‘the city’s affairs are less capa- 
ble or less qualified to hold office than those 
men who are holding the same positions in the 
larger cities. have placed 
many brilliant men and women in an envi-

ronment far inferior to their capacities and 
the fact that fate has placed them in a small 
town in which they have taken their places 












at the helm of city affairs is no reason that 










their intelligence should be insulted by calling 
them trustees when men of far less ability who

‘“‘Why try to tell the Salvation Army that 
the park benches are crowded with drunken 
men as they were before prohibition when we

A tract of 90 aeres of some 
of the best orchard land in 
northern Orange county was 
entirely ruined by ‘the © oil, 
which, in its overtiow, spread 
over the Seivers property like 
a blanket, burning everything 
in its path. Oil seeped into 
the ground for-more than a 
foot, according to Seivers, and 
then settled in a pool under- 
neath, making ‘the land unfit 
for ‘further agricultural use. 

‘Of the 90 acres which were 
ruined, 12 acres were set in 
what was considered the finest 
of eight-year-old Valencia or- 
anges in Orange County. The 
remainder of the burned-over 
property was in 22-year-old 
walnut trees. 

Seivers said yesterday that 
nothing had been done, so far, 
toward compensating him for 
the loss of the groves, and that 
he had, at that time, had no 
conversation with Union Oil 
Company officials. He said 
that he did not think ‘that he 
would have any trouble, how- 
ever, collecting damages from 
the company. 

The Union Oil Company 
holds leases on both sides of 
the Seivers property.and needs 
the Seivers property, too, in 
Seivers’ opinion. The com- 
pany had been contemplating, 
before the fire, putting a num- 
ber of aeres in citrus, he said. 

W. E. Seivers, son of J. D. 
Seivers, who was in San Fran- 
cisco on his honeymoon at the 
time of the fire, iost his home 
when the first tank boiled over. 
The house had just been fur- 
nished for the newlyweds and 
they were to return to it in a 
few days. The house was lo- 
catece northwest of the J. D. 
Seivers home and was burned 
to the ground. The loss was 
approximately $10,000, inelud- 
ing new furniture. 

Young Seivers. telephoned 
his father from San Francisco 
und declared that he and his 
wife had-just come from a 
show when: he read in a paper 
that his home was destroyed 
by the fire. It was the first 
that he knew of the Brea fire. 

The Union Oil Company al- 
so will be looked to for com- 
pensation for this loss, it was 
intimated. 

Seivers and his family were 
in their beautiful country home 
located in the heart of their 
walnut and orange grove, at 
the time the first tank boiled 
over, and oil swept down to- 
ward them. They hurriedly 
moved to the home of Seivers’ 
brother, W. H. Seivers, whv re- 
sides on the state highway, a 
mile away, but probably were 
as close as anyone to the burn- 
ing oil before making their es- 
cape. The road on which they 
traveled later was covered with 
oil, which burned down tele- 
phone posts at the side of the 
road. 

Trees, which were not badly 
burned, were uprooted by the 
eyclonie winds and _ then 
thrown to the ground, unbrok- 
en. Approximately 50 acres 
suffered this fate, Seiver said.

Fines aggregating $1,005 
were collected during the 


month of March as the result 
of arrests made by ‘traffic of- 
ficers under the direction of 
C. J. Boone, captain of the 
San Bernardino County motor 
patrol department, according 
to a report compiled in the of- 
fice of Boone. 

There were 115 motorists 
arrested during ‘the month for 
violation of some section of the 
motor vehicle law.
